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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  following  individuals  served  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  Fiscal  Year  2008: 
Joseph  Becker,  Douglas  Briggs,  Leroy  Clark,  Donald  D’Auteuil,  and  Sheila  Dibb.  In 
May  2007,  Donald  D’Auteuil  was  elected  Chairman,  Douglas  Briggs  Vice  Chair,  and 
Sheila  Dibb  Clerk.  Fiscal  year  2008  marked  the  first  fiill  fiscal  year  which  the  Rutland 
Board  of  Selectmen  was  comprised  of  five  members  versus  the  historical  three  members. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  meets  regularly  on  every  other  Monday  at  6:00  pm  in  the  Town 
Hall  Annex  located  at  246  Main  Street.  In  addition,  the  Board  met  on  several  other 
occasions  during  the  course  of  the  year  in  order  to  address  the  many  different  issues 
facing  our  town.  All  regular  board  meetings  include  an  open  session  agenda  item  which 
allows  residents  the  opportunity  to  address  the  Board  on  any  topics  of  concern.  We 
encourage  residents  to  be  involved  and  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  speak  at 
public  meetings  or  to  simply  attend  the  meetings  in  order  to  remain  informed. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  relies  heavily  on  the  various  appointed  Boards  and  Commissions 
we  appoint.  These  Boards  and  Commissions  are  comprised  mainly  of  volunteer  citizens 
who  volunteer  their  time,  expertise,  and  services  in  order  to  maintain  Rutland’s  reputation 
as  a wonderful  town  to  live.  In  order  to  aid  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  staying  up  to 
date  on  the  issues  before  these  Boards  and  Commissions,  Chairman  D’Auteuil  initiated  a 
new  policy  of  assigning  a select  board  member  as  liaison  to  each  Board,  Department,  and 
Commission  under  its  jurisdiction.  This  policy  worked  well  in  increasing  communication 
between  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  our  Departments,  Boards  and  Commissions. 

During  the  year,  the  Board  had  multiple  meetings  concerning  the  Town’s  sewer 
infi-astmcture.  On  several  occasions  during  the  year,  the  Department  of  Conservation  and 
Recreation  (DCR)  sent  correspondents  to  the  town  indicating  Rutland  was  meeting  or 
exceeding  its  allocated  sewer  flows  through  the  sewer  trunk  line  owned  by  the  DCR.  As  a 
result  of  these  correspondents  as  well  as  meetings  with  the  DCR,  and  a public  hearing, 
the  Board  in  its  capacity  as  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  voted  to  institute  a sewer 
moratorium  on  November  13,  2007.  The  moratorium  was  voted  to  remain  in  effect  for 
one  year  or  until  various  steps  in  planning  and  reduction  of  flow  take  place. 

In  order  to  help  reduce  sewer  flow,  the  Board  recommended  the  Town  continue  to  take 
aggressive  steps  in  identifying  and  reducing  Inflow  and  Infiltration  (I  & I)  into  the 
system.  At  the  October,  2007  Special  Town  Meeting,  voters  authorized  the  sewer 
division  to  borrow  $448,000  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  I & I from  the  sewer  system  and 
to  continue  the  engineering  studies  that  allow  the  sources  of  I & I to  be  identified. 

The  renovation  project  on  the  old  Primary  Building  experienced  many  twists  and  turns 
during  the  year.  After  multiple  discussions  and  meetings,  as  well  as  efforts  made  to  lease 
the  building  to  the  USDA,  the  Board  decided  to  publish  a request  for  proposals  fi’om 
architectural  firms  that  can  provide  the  professional  expertise  required  to  convert  the 
building  into  modem  and  usable  town  office  space  for  various  town  departments.  As  of 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  several  proposals  had  been  received  and  the  architectural  firm 
selection  process  was  moving  forward. 
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During  the  fiscal  year,  the  Board  agreed  to  create  a Capital  Improvements  Planning 
Committee  and  to  draft  the  by-law  establishing  this  Committee  and  its  responsibilities. 
The  purpose  of  this  committee  will  be  to  study  proposed  capital  projects  and 
improvements  involving  major  non-recurring  tangible  assets  and  projects  which:  1)  are 
purchased  or  undertaken  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  five  years;  2)  have  a useful  life  of  at 
least  five  years;  and  3)  cost  over  $10,000.  The  voters  who  attended  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  May  2008  accepted  this  by-law  and  the  Board  subsequently  appointed  five 
residents  to  serve  on  it.  These  individuals  are  Alison  Bushnell,  Donald  DeLeire,  Ramey 
Erickson,  Karen  Greenwood,  and  Harry  Sechman.  We  thank  these  individuals  and  look 
forward  to  the  benefits  we  feel  the  committee  will  contribute  when  it  comes  to  planning 
for  capital  needs  in  Rutland. 

Finances  continue  to  present  challenges  in  Rutland.  The  development  of  the  fiscal  year 
2009  budget  took  place  in  fiscal  year  2008.  Various  factors  ranging  fi-om  reductions  in 
state  aid,  to  rising  fixed  cost  expenses  in  utilities  and  healthcare,  to  increases  in 
educational  expenses  made  budget  negotiations  very  challenging.  In  an  attempt  to  reduce 
expenses,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  initiated  discussions  that  resulted  in  refinancing  debt 
that  will  save  approximately  $60,000  per  year.  In  addition,  we  made  revisions  to  the 
healthcare  package  provided  to  town  employees.  The  Board  worked  with  the  other  towns 
in  the  Wachusett  Regional  School  District  as  well  as  the  administration  of  the  school 
district  in  order  to  minimize  the  increase  of  our  educational  spending  assessment.  All 
departments  in  the  town  worked  very  hard  to  realize  savings  in  their  individual  budgets  as 
well. 

In  other  business  during  the  year,  the  Board  successfully  re-negotiated  a three-year 
contract  with  the  Massachusetts  Coalition  of  Police  which  was  chosen  to  be  the  union 
representation  for  our  Rutland  Police  Officers.  At  the  October,  2007  Special  Town 
Meeting,  voters  authorized  the  purchase  of  a new  ambulance  to  replace  our  current 
ambulance.  In  addition,  voters  authorized  the  Town  to  petition  the  state  legislature  to 
increase  the  revolving  account  limits  on  our  growing  Recreation  Department’s  53E  V2 
revolving  fund.  During  the  year,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  signed  a Memorandum  of 
Understanding  with  the  Wachusett  Earthday  collaborative  and  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  May  2008,  voters  agreed  to  authorize  payment  of  Rutland’s  share  for  capital 
buy-in  costs  associated  with  this  worthwhile  initiative. 

The  Town  said  farewell  to  some  long-time  employees  during  the  fiscal  year  2008.  After 
23  years  of  service  to  the  Town,  Robert  Haynes  of  the  Water  Department  announced  his 
retirement.  After  43  years  of  service,  Carl  Christianson  Jr.,  our  DPW  Superintendent,  also 
announced  his  retirement  which  was  to  be  effective  in  early  fiscal  year  2009.  Both  of 
these  men  served  the  Town  of  Rutland  well  over  the  years  and  the  Board  wishes  to 
express  many  thanks  to  them  as  well  as  best  wishes  for  a wonderful  retirement.  James 
MacCallum,  Jr.  was  placed  into  the  position  of  Interim  DPW  Superintendent;  Kevin 
McCarthy  was  placed  into  the  position  of  Acting  Foreman,  DPW;  Steve  Cannell  was 
moved  into  the  position  of  foreman  within  the  Water  Division. 

The  Board  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  the  dedicated  employees  in  the 
Town  of  Rutland.  Without  their  service,  Rutland  would  not  be  the  wonderful  community 
it  is.  We  would  like  to  extend  our  appreciation  to  outgoing  member  of  the  board  Donald 
D’Auteuil  for  his  years  of  service  as  well  as  welcome  the  newest  board  member  Cherilyn 
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Bulger.  A special  note  of  thanks  needs  to  be  extended  to  Jackie  O’Brien  and  Nancy 
Macaruso  both  whom  work  very  hard  to  keep  the  Board  of  Selectmen’s  office  running 
smoothly  on  a daily  basis.

Xhe  Town  Clerk’s  office  for  fiscal  2008  found  itself  very  busy  with  voter 
registrations  and  elections.  During  Fiscal  2008  we  held  two  special  elections  on  Debt 
Exclusions.  The  Presidential  Primary  was  moved  up  a month.  Legislators  felt  that  this 
would  allow  the  State  of  Massachusetts  to  be  a deciding  factor  in  choosing  the 
candidates.  However,  this  was  not  the  case.  These  additional  elections  were  conducted 
along  with  our  daily  work  load.  I would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  election  workers  who 
participated  in  these  elections.  Elections  as  a whole  have  changed  in  the  past  eight  years. 
The  Help  America  Vote  Act  has  allowed  for  numerous  variations  as  to  how  one  can 
register  for  elections  and  vote.  As  well  as  providing  new  election  equipment  to 
municipalities. 

Our  population  (current  population  is  8,178)  continues  to  grow,  as  does  the  number  of 
customers  we  service.  We  recorded,  maintained  and  licensed  4,967  registered  voters; 

1 153  dogs;  34  deaths;  83  births;  34  marriages  and  over  216  fishing/hunting/sporting 
licenses. 

Recording  of  variances,  site  plan  approval  and  zoning  issues  decreased  this  past  fiscal 
year.  The  Clerk’s  office  as  liaison  for  the  Board  of  Appeals  filed  2 variances,  1 site  plan 
approval,  with  one  withdrawal.  The  Clerk’s  office  as  liaison  for  the  Planning  Board 
filed  5 Approval  Not  Required,  2 Preliminary  Plans,  2 Definitive  Plans  , 1 Special 
Permit -Open  Space,  1 Common  Driveway  and  1 Major  Home  Occupation. 

The  annual  census  went  out  in  January.  The  Town  sent  out  3,005  census  forms.  In  the 
past  the  census  went  out  once  a year.  We  currently  send  census  forms  throughout  the 
year  to  new  residents  when  we  are  notified  of  real  estate  transfers.  This  has  proved  to  be 
helpful.  When  your  census  form  is  received,  it  is  important  that  you  return  the 
information  to  the  Town  Clerk’s  office.  Many  people  do  not  want  their  census 
information  made  public.  However,  this  information  is  helpful  for  the  town  when  it 
applies  for  loans,  grants  or  when  planning  a new  school.  New  residents  try  to  register  to 
vote  on  their  census  form,  this  is  not  the  proper  tool  to  use  for  that  purpose.  Please  come 
to  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  to  register  to  vote.  Or  in  1994,  the  Motor  Voter  Law  w'as 
passed.  You  are  able  to  register  to  vote  while  renewing  your  driver’s  license. 

Please  encourage  any  of  your  family  members  who  are  not  registered  voters  to  register. 
Anyone  who  attains  the  age  of  1 8 may  register  or  if  you  are  1 8 by  the  date  of  the  next 
election  you  may  register  (you  still  must  register  20  days  prior  to  the  election  to  be 
eligible.) 

A reminder  to  registered  voters  when  you  sign  a nomination  paper  or  a petition,  please  do 
the  following;  1.  only  sign  if  you  are  a registered  voter.  2.  Sign  your  name  and  your 
residential  address  (no  post  office  boxes  are  allowed).  3.  If  you  have  normally  very  bad 
penmanship,  print  your  name  in  the  same  box  as  the  signature  (if  we  can’t  read  it  - we 
can’t  verify  it).  Most  important,  4.  Do  not  sign  your  husband's  or  wife’s  name  or  any 
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other  name  other  than  your  own.  If  you  move,  please  inform  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  so 
that  we  will  change  our  records. 


I would  like  to  thank  Assistant  Town  Clerk.  Anita  Carlson.  Assistant  Town  Clerk  is 
responsible  for  vital  records,  voter  registrations,  annual  census  and  licensing,  as  well  as, 
the  liaison  to  Board  of  Appeals,  Planning  Board  and  the  general  public.  As  always,  if 
you  have  questions  please  feel  free  to  call  Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  - 8:00  a.m.  - 
4:30  p.m.  and  Tuesday  8:00  a.m.  to  7:00  p.m.

The  Moderator  opened  the  meeting  at  7;00p.m.  After  the  salute  to  the  Flag,  the 
Town  Clerk  read  the  posting  of  the  warrant.  There  were  112  voters  present.

Chief  Ruchala  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  appropriate  from  Available  Funds  MCCM  - 
Holden  Hospital  Account,  $40,000.00  and  borrow  $120,000.00  for  up  to  five  years, 
contingent  upon  the  approval  of  a Proposition  2 V2  Debt  Exclusion  ballot  question  (MGL, 
Chapter  59,  § 21C(m),  so  called,  the  additional  amounts  required  to  pay  for  the  purchase 
of  a new  Ambulance  and  related  equipment  for  the  Fire  Department.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Finance  Committee  recommended  favorably.

Norman  Anderson  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  amend  the  zoning  by-laws  for  the  Town 
of  Rutland  by  adopting  a new  Section  for  Common  Driveways  under  Section  5, 
Subsection  14,  and  due  to  the  voters  present  having  a copy  of  the  new  section.  Common 
Driveways;  waive  the  reading  of  the  amendment.  Motion  was  seconded.  Finance 
Committee  recommended  favorably. 

Mr.  Anderson  reported  that  most  towns  have  a Common  Driveway  Zoning  By  Law. 
Planning  Board  recommended  favorably  on  this  Zoning  By  Law. 

Mr.  Redfield  moved  to  amend  Section  5,  subsection  14  by  changing  the 
following:  1.  In  section  l.B.  in  the  second  sentence  after  the  word  “serving”  remove  the 
word  “three”  and  insert  the  words  “more  than  two”  and 

2.  In  section  2.d  In  the  first  sentence  after  the  word  “for”  remove  the  word  “one”  and 
after  the  word  “dwelling”  change  the  word  “lot”  to  “lots”.  Motion  was  seconded. 

Mr.  Redfield  explained  that  the  By-Law  Subcommittee  originally  wrote  the  Zoning  By 
Law  with  the  amendment  contained  in  it.  The  Planning  Board  changed  it. 

Michael  Sullivan  explained  that  it  is  difficult  to  deal  with  open  ended  regulations;  he 
recommends  that  town  meeting  vote  the  zoning  by  law  as  presented  by  the  Planning 
Board.  George  Kiritsy  stated  that  the  By-Law  committee  tackled  a difficult  situation. 
They  used  a consultant.  He  urged  Town  Meeting  to  support  the  amendment. 

Moderator  called  for  a standing  vote  on  the  amendment.  34  in  favor  45  opposed 
Amendment  failed. 

Town  Clerk  informed  the  Town  Meeting  that  the  Zoning  By-Laws  had  been  codified 
and  that  Section  5 is  Article  IV,  and  subsection  14,  should  be  subsection  F. 

George  Kiritsy  moved  to  amend  the  Zoning  By  Law  by  striking  paragraph  F,  of 
Section  2.  This  dealt  with  sprinkler  systems.  Harry  Sechman  questioned  how  the  Fire 
Chief  felt  about  this.  Chief  Ruchala  responded  that  he  did  not  request  this  regulation. 
Moderator  called  for  a standing  vote.  46  in  favor  34  opposed. 

Amendment  carried.

The  Moderator  introduced  the  Town  Clerk,  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance 

Committee.

Louis  Cornacchioli  questioned  why  the  Town  Administrator  position  was  not  funded,  and 
stated  he  would  like  the  Selectmen  to  reconsidered  changing  the  Town’s  contribution  to 
health  insurance  for  current  retirees.  He  would  like  to  see  a possible  “freeze”  for  retirees 
who  are  on  the  plan  currently. 

Donald  D’Auteuil  questioned  the  way  in  which  the  motion  was  made.  All  inclusive 
and  not  separate  motions  for  each  budget  as  in  the  past. 

Selectman  Becker  informed  the  town  meeting  body  that  we  have  a budget  shortfall, 
and  there  is  no  money  to  fund  the  Town  Administrator’s  position. 

Craig  Steffon  urged  the  town  meeting  to  listen  to  the  Finance  Committee;  they  have 
been  working  on  the  budget  for  months. 

Mr.  Steffon  moved  the  question  to  vote  the  Finance  Committee’s  budget.  Motion  was 
seconded. 

The  Moderator  explained  that  “Move  the  question”  calls  for  no  debate  and  the  town 
meeting  body  must  stop  discussion  and  vote  on  moving  the  question. 

Ayes  183  Nays  25 

Motion  to  move  the  question  passed.  Corrine  Puliafico  moved  to  reconsider.  Motion 
was  seconded.  Moderator  called  for  vote  - motion  failed. 

Moderator  called  for  a vote  on  the  original  motion  on  the  budget.  Motion  carried.

Chapter  40,  Section  4,  and  with  the  towns  of  Boylston,  Holden,  Paxton,  Rutland,  Sterling, 
West  Boylston  and  any  other  municipality  who  joins  said  contract,  pursuant  to  M.G.L. 
Chapter  40,  Section  4A,  for  planning,  development  and  operation  of  a household 
hazardous  waste  and  recycling  collection  site  and  further,  that  the  contract  is  to  include 
but  not  be  limited  to  the  following  terms:  the  planning  and  development  phases  are 
expected  to  be  completed  by  June  30,  2009;  operation  will  commence  upon  completion 
of  planning  and  development  and  will  continue  for  the  duration  of  the  contract;  the  term 
of  the  contract  shall  be  for  an  initial  period  of  five  years,  renewable  every  five  years  for  a 
maximum  term  of  twenty-five  years.  Motion  was  seconded. 

Selectman  Dibb  explained  residents  will  have  the  opportunity  to  bring  recycling  and 
household  hazardous  materials  to  a permanent  year  round  collection  center  for  proper 
disposal.  Phase  I development  cost  for  Rutland  totals  $21,000.  Phase  II  establishment 
of  buildings  for  the  collection  site  cost  is  $14,000  and  thereafter  an  annual  assessment  for 
operations,  currently  anticipated  at  $1,500. 

Discussion  took  place  on  spending  money  on  this  and  not  a Town  Administrator.  If 
Rutland  does  not  join  now,  we  will  not  be  able  to  participate.  If  other  communities  join 
the  cost  will  go  down.  Once  established  the  advisory  board  hopes  the  fee  will  decrease 
and  eventually  the  site  will  be  self  supporting.  The  land  is  located  in  West  Boylston, 

DCR  property  on  the  legg  road,  off  Manning  Street. 

Wachusett  Earthday,  Inc.  is  a 50IC3  non-profit  organization. 

Beth  Potvin  moved  the  question.  Motion  was  seconded.  Moderator  called  for  discussion, 
seeing  called  for  a vote.  Moved  the  question  unanimously  passed. 

Moderator  called  for  a vote  on  the  original  motion.  Motion  Carried. 

ARTICLE  13:  Selectman  Bulger  moved  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  $36,500  from 
the  Stabilization  Fund  to  the  Wachusett  Earthday  Account.  Motion  was  seconded. 
Finance  Committee  recommended  favorable. 

It  was  explained  that  it  may  not  be  necessary  to  transfer  the  total  amount  from 
Stabilization.  There  is  another  fund  “Septage  Revolving”  that  has  a healthy  balance  that 
maybe  used  for  this.

ARTICLE  22:  Lester  Grace  moved  and  the  Planning  Board  so  recommends  the  town 
vote  designate  Muschopauge  Road,  Intervale  Road,  Charnock  Hill  Road  and  Hillside 
Road  as  scenic  roads  under  M.G.L.  c.40  §15C.  Motion  was  seconded. 

Finance  Committee  recommended  favorably.  Moderator  called  for  discussion. 

Moderator  called  for  a standing  vote.  Motion  Carried. 

ARTICLE  23:  Peter  Heaney  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Article  #11  of 
Annual  Tow  n Meeting  of  May  17,  2003  Revaluation  Account  the  sum  of  5,693.00  for 
software  and  related  expenses  for  the  Assessor’s  office.  Motion  seconded. 

Finance  Committee  recommended  favorably. 

Motion  carried. 
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ARTICLE  24:  Stephanie  King  moved  the  Town  vote  to  amend  its  General  Bylaws  by 
adding  a subsection  to  provide  that  any  person  serving  on  a town  board  or  committee 
must  be  a legal  resident  of  the  Town  of  Rutland.  Motion  w'as  seconded. 

Finance  Committee  recommended  favorably.  Moderator  called  for  discussion. 

Discussion  took  place  as  to  where  to  place  this  in  the  by-laws.  Moderator  called  for  vote. 
Motion  Carried. 

ARTICLE  25:  Stephanie  King  moved  the  Town  take  no  action  on  this  article.  Motion 
seconded.  This  article  was  placed  on  the  warrant  in  error.  Finance  Committee 
recommended  no  action.  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  26:  Motion  made  that  Towm  take  no  action  on  this  article.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Finance  Committee  recommended  no  action.  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  27:  Selectman  Clark  moved  the  Town  vote  to  borrow  for  up  to  five  years 
$1  12,500  for  the  engineering  and  design  of  a new  water  storage  tank;  debt  to  be  paid 
from  the  Water  Enterprise  Fund.  Motion  was  seconded.  Finance  Committee 
recommended  favorably. 

Selectmen  explained  that  the  town  has  one  water  tank  and  this  tank  needs  some 
repairs  done.  The  Town  needs  to  have  a back  up  tanlc.  If  the  Town  can  accomplish  this 
by  October  2008  we  will  be  eligible  for  a 2%  loan  through  the  SRF  (Sewer  Revolving 
Fund). 

Nelson  Calkins,  past  Water/Sewer  Commissioner,  stated  that  the  Tow'n  is  required  to 
supply  enough  water  pressure  for  Fire  purposes.  Chief  Ruchala  confirmed  that  for  fire 
protection  the  pressure  is  fine. 

Discussions  regarding  impact  to  water/sewer  bill,  how  much  more  of  a burden  can  the 
users  carry?  Currently  there  is  an  additional  $52.00  on  the  bill  for  charges  other  than 
usage.  This  would  be  additional  $20.00.  Only  users  pay  this,  entire  town  uses  the  water 
and  sew'er  services.  By  way  of  Fire  Department  fighting  fires,  schools,  towm  buildings. 
Questions  regarding  bid  process  took  place.  Michael  Pantos  moved  to  amend  the  motion 
- subject  to  going  to  bid.  Motion  was  seconded. 

John  Rokicki  concerned  about  amendment,  because  of  the  dollar  amount  if  approved  by 
town.  The  Town  would  be  telling  the  bidder  what  we  are  willing  to  pay.  Mr.  Rokicki  is 
also  concerned  about  going  with  one  firms  cost  and  not  going  out  to  bid.  Michael  Pantos 
withdrew  his  amendment  - second  withdrawn. 

Motion  made  to  move  the  question.  Motion  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

Moderator  called  for  a standing  vote  on  the  original  motion  - to  borrow  $1 12,500  tor 
engineering  and  design  of  a new  water  storage  tank. 

Ayes  1 Opposed  100  motion  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  28:  Selectman  Dibb  moved  the  Town  will  vote  to  borrow  for  up  to  five  years 
$16,500  for  the  engineering  and  design  for  the  repair  of  the  existing  water  storage  tank; 
Debt  to  pay  from  the  Water  Enterprise  Fund.  Motion  was  seconded.  Finance 
Committee  recommended  favorably. 
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John  Rokicki  supports  this  article  more  than  the  last.  This  is  more  pressing  than  the 
previous  article,  urges  town  meeting  to  vote  in  favor.  Moderator  called  for  a standing 
vote.  Ayes  84  oppose  13 

Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  29:  Thomas  Dufault  moved  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  enter  into  an  agreement  to  purchase  the  real  estate  known  as  the 
former  Rutland  Heights  Hospital  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for 
$546,000  and  to  further  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  up  to  $546,000  for  the 
purchase;  said  purchase  being  contingent  upon  a Proposition  Two  and  One-half  Debt 
Exclusion  ballot  election  for  the  funding  thereof  and  the  certification  of  appraisal  by  the 
Massachusetts  Inspector  General.  Motion  was  seconded.  Finance  Committee 
recommended  favorably. 

Mr.  Dufault  explained  that  the  State  has  agreed  to  bring  a road  from  Maple  Avenue 
through  the  property  to  the  boundary  line  to  Central  Tree  School.  This  will  give  the 
school  a second  exit.  The  Town  will  have  to  develop  the  road  from  the  property  line. 
State  has  agreed  to  use  funds  to  develop  the  infrastructure,  design  and  engineering  to  help 
with  development.  This  would  include  water,  sewer  and  electrically  conduits. 

Charles  Patterson  stated  that  this  is  a key  piece  of  property.  The  Town  meeting  needs  to 
approve  this  and  to  pass  a Debt  Exclusion  for  this. 

Tax  Rate  would  be  affected  approximately  .07  on  the  tax  rate  for  ten  years.  Purchasing 
the  property  would  generate  jobs  and  revenue  for  the  town.  Possibility  of  selling  some 
of  the  property,  this  could  help  pay  for  debt.  Wind  study  has  been  done,  and  the  study 
pro\  ed  to  be  better  than  what  they  predicted,  maybe  able  to  provide  electricity. 

Moderator  called  for  a standing  vote  - Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  30:  Selectman  Bulger  moved  the  Town  vote  to  amend  the  Town  of  Rutland 
General  Bylaws  to  provide  for  a Capital  Improvement  Planning  Committee  under 
M.G.L.  c4 1 § 1 06B  and  to  waive  the  reading.  A copy  of  the  bylaw  was  available  in  the 
office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  at  this  meeting.  Motion  was  seconded.  Finance  Committee 
recommended  favorably. 

Selectman  Becker  explained  that  when  money  is  available  requests  come  in  for  capital 
items.  There  is  not  enough  time  to  go  over  all.  The  committee  would  prioritize  the  needs 
of  the  departments.

The  Treasurer/Collector’s  office  continues  to  be  busy.  Between  Real  Estate, 
Water/Sewer  and  Excise,  we  are  either  mailing  bills  or  collecting  bills.  The  growth  of  the 
community  continues  to  increase  the  amount  of  bills  we  process  through  out  the  fiscal 
year. 

Excise  bills  are  sent  to  the  registrant’s  address,  as  that  address  appears  on  the 
vehicle’s  registration  or  as  the  person  has  otherwise  specified  in  writing.  If  the  registrant 
fails  to  receive  the  bill,  he/she  is,  liable  for  its  timely  payment  and  interest  and  fees  will 
accrue  if  the  bill  is  not  paid  on  or  before  the  due  date.  It  is  very  important  that  the 
registrant  correct  mailing  address  is  on  the  registration.  If  one  has  P.O.  Box  # for  a 
mailing  address,  please  use  it.  If  you  change  your  address  during  the  year  please  notify 
the  Collector’s  office,  so  we  can  change  our  records. 

Water/Sewer  bills  are  sent  quarterly.  Water/Sewer  bills  are  charged  to  the  owner 
on  record  in  the  Assessors  office.  If  you  have  questions  regarding  your  water/sewer 
usage  please  contact  the  Department  of  Public  Works  at  508-886-4105. 

The  Town  continues  to  send  quarterly  real  estate  bills.  The  first  two  bills 
are  based  on  a quarter  of  what  you  paid  the  previous  year.  Your  actual  bill  will  be  sent  to 
you  on  or  about  December  3 1 . This  bill  will  show  the  assessed  valuation  of  your 
property,  the  tax  rate  and  the  amount  of  property  taxes  you  owe  for  the  fiscal  year, 
including  any  betterments,  special  assessments  or  other  charges  that  are  added  to  the  tax. 
The  tax  bill  will  also  show  the  amount  of  the  preliminary  tax  billed  in  early  summer  as  a 
credit  against  your  actual  tax  for  the  year. 

For  Fiscal  2008  the  Treasurer/Collector’s  office  continued  to  see  an  increase  in 
on-line  payments.  When  making  an  on-line  payment  please  check  your  bank  account 
number  and  routing  numbers.  This  is  the  area  where  we  are  seeing  most  of  the  errors. 

The  Town  will  accept  your  Real  Estate,  Water/Sewer  and  excise  payments  on-line. 

Fiscal  2008  was  Kathleen  Healy  second  year  with  the  office.  Ms.  Healy 
continues  to  assist  Diarme  Landquist,  Assistant  Treasurer/Collector  with  her  daily  routine 
in  the  office.  I would  like  to  thank  my  assistant  Dianne  Landquist  for  her  continued 
support,  along  with  Kathy  Healy.

Report  of  the  Town  of  Rutland  Finance  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Rutland: 

The  Finance  Committee  makes  recommendations  to  the  Town  Meeting  after  considering  the  needs  of 
the  community  and  the  financial  impact  of  all  town  meeting  articles  presented.  This  encompasses  the 
annual  operating  budget,  as  well  as  other  financial  matters  such  as  financial  management,  financial 
policy,  and  financial  planning.  The  Finance  Committee  is  charged  by  the  Town  of  Rutland  bylaws  to 
review  budget  requests  from  all  departments  as  well  as  elected  and  appointed  boards  in  order  to  submit 
and  recommend  a balanced  budget  to  the  town. 

The  Finance  Committee's  Fiscal  Year  2008  Budget  Recommendation  was  developed  during  Fiscal  Year 
2007  and  voted  on  by  the  Town  in  May  of  2007.  Subsequent  to  the  May,  2007  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
voters  at  Special  Town  Meetings  revised  the  FY2008  budget  resulting  in  additional  budgetary 
spending.  During  the  development  of  the  original  FY2008  budget,  the  Finance  Committee  balanced 
the  needs  of  each  town  department  with  the  financial  resources  of  the  town.  These  resources  included: 


• Levy  Limit  = $8,112,630.  This  figure  includes  the  real  estate  taxes  levied  by  the  town, 
$7,669,167;  additional  revenue  generated  fi’om  new  construction,  $251,734;  and  a 2 14  % 
increase  over  the  FY2007  levy  limit  (Prop  2 14),  $191,729. 

• Approved  Debt  Exclusions=  $1,137,597.  This  figure  represents  additional  real  estate  taxes 
levied  with  voter  approval  over  and  above  the  levy  limit  to  pay  the  debt  incurred  for  specific 
capital  projects.  These  projects  include  the  WRHS  renovation  project,  the  Glenwood 
Elementary  School  construction  project,  and  the  Fire  Pumper  truck. 

• Estimated  Receipts  (after  charges)=  $4337396.  This  includes  state  “Cherry  Sheet”  funds. 
Local  receipts,  and  state  reimbursement  amounts. 


In  total,  the  Finance  Committee  forecasted  that  the  Town  of  Rutland  had  approximately  $13.58M  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  FY2008  operating  budget.  After  the  original  budget  and  all  subsequent 
revisions  were  voted,  the  operating  budget  was  finalized  at  $ 13.79M.  In  order  to  cover  the  shortfall, 
voters  transferred  $403,000  fi-om  certified  free  cash.  The  Finance  Committee  remains  uncomfortable 
with  this  spending  level  and  with  supplementing  the  operating  budget  with  Free  Cash  and/or  the 
Stabilization  Fund. 
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The  summary  of  budget  changes  from  FY2007  to  FY2008  are  as  follows:

The  Finance  Committee  has  the  responsibility  to  oversee  and  approve  requests  from  the  Reserve 
Account.  Town  Departments  request  transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund  for  unforeseen  and  unexpected 
expenses.  This  saves  time  and  the  expense  of  calling  a special  town  meeting  for  small  needs. 

Transfers  are  made  from  this  fimd  by  a vote  of  the  Finance  Committee  when  they  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  law,  and  can  only  be  used  for  the  purpose  which  they  were  specifically  transferred.. 
In  FY2008,  the  Reserve  Fund  had  a beginning  balance  of  $10,000.  Of  this,  $9,729  was  allocated 
during  the  year  to  various  departments  as  detailed  below:

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ASSESSORS  REPORT  CONTINUED 


For  the  Fiscal  Year  2009  the  Assessor's  Office  has  the  values  of  all  properties  market  adjusted.  We 
are  seeing  a decrease  in  the  building  values  for  this  year.  This  adjustment  has  been  made  according 
to  Mass  General  Laws  using  the  2006  and  2007  sales  of  property  in  the  Town. 

Our  office  is  also  looking  forward  to  a new  year  with  a change  in  our  appraisal  vendor.  We  have 
contracted  with  Appraisal  Resource  Company. 

This  firm  worked  with  the  Assessor's  Office  approximately  ten  years  ago  and  we  are  looking  forward 
to  renewing  a relationship  with  them.  Our  representative  from  this  company  has  been  a revaluation 
professional  for  over  30  years. 

During  the  Spring  of  2009  the  Assessor's  Office  will  have  a data  collector  doing  cyclical  inspections  of 
properties.  We  would  appreciate  your  cooperation  in  answering  their  questions  so  that  we  may  be 
positive  that  all  data  we  are  using  on  your  property  is  currently  accurate.  Several  areas  of  Town  have 
already  been  visited  during  the  past  few  years.  The  State  mandates  that  properties  are  inspected 
over  a nine  year  period.

GENERAL  HIGHWAY 


Roadway  shoulders  along  approximately  32,000  linear  feet  of  various  roads  were  cleaned  of  a 
buildup  of  sand,  dirt,  and  leaves.  This  amounted  to  the  removal  of  approximately  2,200  cubic 
yards  of  material. 

Along  various  roads,  514  tons  of  rip-rap  was  used  to  repair  washouts. 

Along  various  roads,  850  catch  basins  and  129  drop  inlets  were  cleaned  of  sand,  dirt,  and  leaves. 
All  of  the  Town’s  paved  roads  were  swept. 

Traffic  safety  lines  were  painted  along  Maple  Avenue.,  Pommogussett  Road,  East  County  Road, 
Wachusett  Street,  Pleasantdale  Road,  Wheeler  Road,  a section  of  Glenwood  Road,  a section  of 
Prescott  Street  and  Campbell  Street.  Crosswalks  on  Maple  Avenue  and  Glenwood  Road  were 
also  painted. 

Along  various  roads,  810  feet  of  bituminous  concrete  berm  was  repaired. 

All  of  the  Town’s  approximate  10  miles  of  gravel  roads  were  graded  in  the  fall  and  again  in  the 
spring.  Along  various  sections  of  these  roads  1,500  tons  of  gravel  was  used. 

Along  various  roads,  308  tons  of  hot  patch  and  30  tons  of  cold  patch  was  used. 

The  culvert  pipe  on  Crawford  Road  was  replaced  with  140  feet  of  18-inch  culvert  pipe  and  340 
feet  of  12-inch  culvert  pipe. 

Full  depth  reclamation  and  bituminous  concrete  paving  was  done  to  the  full  length  of 
Muschopauge  Road. 


SNOW  REMOVAL 


During  the  fiscal  year  2008,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  crews  were  sent  out  52  times  for 
snow  and  ice  removal  operations,  of  which  all  roads  were  sanded  63  times  and  1 8 storms  required 
plowing. 

There  were  approximately  92-inches  of  snow  during  the  2007-2008  winter  season. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  purchased  a total  of  5,386.3  tons  of  sand,  3,1 14.03  tons  of  salt, 
80.15  tons  of  3/8-inch  stone,  and  2,180  gallons  of  liquid  calcium  chloride. 
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PARKS  AND  CEMETERIES 


During  the  growing  season,  all  of  the  Town’s  approximate  20  acres  of  lawns,  ball  fields,  fields  at 
Naquag  Elementary  School  and  Central  Tree  Middle  School,  plus  the  approximate  6 acres  of 
cemeteries  are  mowed  and  trimmed  at  least  once  a week. 


SEWER 


There  was  one  (1)  sewer  main  blockage  this  year,  which  was  caused  by  the  careless  disposal  of 
paper  items. 

All  of  the  Town’s  sewer  easements  were  mowed. 

Twenty-Five  (25)  sewer  manhole  finmes  were  repaired. 

A total  of  12,800  linear  feet  of  sewer  mains  were  cleaned  and  45  manholes  cleaned  and  inspected. 

The  Town’s  five  (5)  sewer  pump  stations  are  checked  and  maintained  daily. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  continued  to  work  towards 
reducing  the  amounts  of  inflow  and  infiltration  in  the  Town’s  sewer  lines. 

As  part  of  the  Town’s  continuing  investigations  of  sources  of  Inflow/Infiltration,  the  Town’s 
Consultant  inspected  manholes  and  conducted  flow  isolation  and  T.V.  inspection  in  the  sewer 
mains  in  Subarea  2. 
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WATER 


The  water  filtration  plant  has  continued  to  perform,  as  designed,  providing  excellent  water  that 
exceeds  all  EPA  and  DEP  requirements  to  the  consumer. 

Muschopauge  Pond  is  Rutland’s  only  source  of  water  and  during  the  past  year,  water  withdrawal 
from  the  pond  averaged  eighteen  percent  (18%)  more  than  the  Town  is  permitted  to  withdraw. 

Muschopauge  Pond  is  Rutland’s  most  precious  resource  and  we  all  share  the  responsibility  for 
conserving  and  using  water  wisely  today,  so  there  will  be  water  left  for  fiiture  generations.

Annual  Report:  Rutland  Police  Department  (FY08) 


Although  the  Town  of  Rutland  continued  to  rank  among  the  fastest  growing  communities 
in  the  Commonwealth,  our  efforts  to  increase  our  department  staffing  in  FY  2008  to 
better  serve  our  expanding  population  were  unsuccessful.  Despite  the  potential  dangers 
of  our  public  safety  mission,  we  were  tasked  to  provide  24/7  police  services  to  8,000  + 
residents  with  a complement  of  only  eight  (8)  full-time  and  eight  (8)  part-time  officers. 

The  year  started  with  the  loss  of  another  full-time  officer  (Richard  G.  Krasinskas),  who 
resigned  for  personal  reasons  that  prevented  him  from  attending  mandatory  training  at  the 
police  academy.  That  particular  loss  was  short-lived  when  we  were  fortunate  enough  to 
locate  an  academy-certified  police  officer,  serving  in  a Martha’s  Vineyard  community, 
who  was  seeking  a position  in  Central  Massachusetts. 

Officer  Nicholas  A.  Monaco  joined  our  department  in  mid-August  after  serving  the 
community  of  West  Tisbury  for  several  years.  He  quickly  assimilated  to  our  department 
and  community  and  has  already  proven  himself  to  be  a valuable  asset.  His  amiable  style 
of  policing  has  prompted  the  receipt  of  numerous  compliments  from  the  residential  and 
business  communities. 

Our  part-time  ranks  were  significantly  diminished  in  the  late  summer  - early  fall  when 
Officer  Jason  Briddon  was  placed  on  extended  administrative  leave  to  attend  to  a 
personal  matter  and  two  other  part-time  officers  left  to  assume  positions  on  other 
departments. 

Officer  Jeffrey  J.  Giles  resigned  to  accept  a part-time  position  with  the  Westminster 
Police  Department  as  a prelude  to  his  sponsorship  and  attendance  at  the  full-time  police 
academy.  Officer  Stephen  J.  Evans  also  resigned  in  order  to  accept  a full-time  position 
with  the  Millville  Police  Department. 

Our  searches  for  replacement  part-time  officers  lead  to  appointment  of  Officer  David  M. 
Shaw,  an  experienced  investigator  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Corrections, 
and  Officer  Ryan  P.  Couture,  an  experienced  patrol  officer  with  prior  service  with  the 
Hubbardston  Police  Department. 
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Officer  Couture’s  tenure  with  our  department  was  relatively  short-lived,  due  to  his 
subsequent  return  to  Hubbardston  in  order  to  accept  a full-time  opening.  His  departure 
resulted  in  the  appointment  of  Officer  Travis  W.  McCauley,  a Rutland  resident  with  the 
distinction  of  being  our  department’s  first  student  intern  back  in  1999  when  the 
Wachusett  Regional  High  School  implemented  their  Criminal  Justice  Program.  Officer 
McCauley  retained  his  ties  with  our  department  after  graduation  by  assisting  us  in  the 
implementation  of  various  community  policing  initiatives. 

The  remainder  of  our  part-time  contingent  was  anchored  by  veteran  officers  Michael  R. 
Stoddard,  Christopher  M.  Bailey,  Brendan  P.  McShea  and  John  J.  Foster.  Together,  they 
provide  professional  police  services,  especially  during  weekends  and  holidays. 

Sgt.  Ronald  C.  Friberg  continues  to  serve  our  department  as  executive  officer  (second  in 
command)  and  Training  Officer.  He  oversees  our  in-service  training  for  existing 
personnel  as  well  as  our  Field  Training  Program  for  new  officers.  Sgt.  Friberg  also 
prepares  and  administers  our  monthly  duty  schedules  in  addition  to  his  supervisory  duties 
on  the  Morning  Watch. 

Sgt.  Friberg  and  Officer  Michael  R.  Stoddard  received  a departmental  commendation 
during  FY08  for  their  collective  efforts  in  apprehending  an  armed  suspect  in  the  medical 
facility  of  the  Devereux  School.  Their  timely  response  and  quick  actions  neutralized  a 
potentially  perilous  situation  with  no  resulting  injuries  to  any  involved  persons. 

Sgt.  Eric  J.  Pearson  supervises  our  Night  Watch,  oversees  our  issuance  of  firearms 
permits  and  administers  our  local  registration  and  monitoring  of  sex  offenders.  He  serves 
as  a departmental  firearms  instructor  and  Evidence  Officer.  Sgt.  Pearson  is  the  lead 
instructor  in  our  Field  Training  Program  and  as  such  is  tasked  with  training  all  newly 
appointed  full-time  and  part-time  officers.  Sgt.  Pearson  remains  active  in  the  law 
enforcement  community  as  a physical  training  instructor  for  the  Municipal  Police 
Training  Committee  (MPTC). 

Veteran  full-time  officers  Chris  P.  Giglio  and  Troy  J.  Chauvin  excelled  in  their 
assignments  as  detectives.  In  addition  to  their  daily  patrol  responsibilities,  each 
conducted  follow-up  investigations  that  lead  to  numerous  arrests  and  the  recovery  of 
stolen  property.  They  have  established  and  maintained  a productive  working  relationship 
with  the  investigative  units  in  neighboring  communities  as  well  as  the  Massachusetts 
State  Police. 

Officer  Thomas  J.  Downey  continued  to  serve  our  department  as  our  Senior  Citizen 
Advocate  in  addition  to  his  patrol  duties  and  responsibilities  on  the  Night  Watch.  He 
maintained  a closed  working  relationship  with  agencies  associated  with  elder  affairs  and 
was  a frequent  visitor  at  our  local  community  center.  Officer  Downey  assists  in  the 
development  and  implementation  of  our  senior  citizen-related  community  policing 
initiatives. 
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Officer  Robert  J.  Marino  utilized  his  expertise  in  the  field  of  narcotics  investigation  by 
acting  as  our  department  representative  on  the  Worcester  County  Regional  Drug  & 
Counter  Crime  Task  Force.  Our  involvement  with  that  entity  not  only  made  resources 
available  to  our  community,  but  also  allowed  us  to  receive  financial  reimbursement,  via 
federal  grant-funding,  for  Rutland  Police  manpower  devoted  to  narcotics  enforcement. 

Our  department  was  able  to  achieve  our  administrative  goals  and  objectives,  due  to  the 
exemplary  efforts  of  our  department  secretary,  Nancy  P.  McKenzie.  In  addition  to  her 
traditional  administrative  duties,  her  knowledge  and  capabilities  in  the  field  of  computer 
science  allowed  us  to  service  and  maintain  our  public  safety  computer  network  with 
substantial  savings  to  the  Town. 

She  routinely  troubleshot  and  corrected  software  and  hardware  issues  for  Police,  Fire  and 
Dispatch  personnel  in  the  absence  of  the  Town’s  civilian  contractor,  or  whenever  the 
problem  was  mission  critical  and  required  immediate  attention. 

Ms.  McKenzie  also  assists  in  the  preparation,  coordination  and  implementation  of  our 
community  policing  initiatives.  She  also  extends  the  same  level  of  dedicated  service  to 
our  sister  community,  the  Town  of  Oakham,  that  contracts  Police,  Fire  and  EMS 
dispatching  services  from  the  Town  of  Rutland. 

The  Rutland  Police  Department  was  able  to  provide  a variety  of  community  policing 
programs  during  FY08  via  grant-funding  obtained  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Public 
Safety’  and  Security  (EOPSS).  Local  programs  presented  included  the  following: 

- Traffic  Safety  Patrols  - Bicycle  Helmet  Incentive  Program 

- Halloween  Safety  Awareness  - Senior  Citizen  Holiday  Party 

- Senior  Citizen  Spaghetti  Dinner  - Senior  Citizen  Cookout 

- Community  Interaction  Programs  - Civilian  Police  Academy 

Our  department  maintained  and  strengthened  our  professional  relationships  with  the 
Municipal  Police  Training  Committee  (MPTC),  the  Massachusetts  State  Police,  the 
Office  of  District  Attorney  Joseph  D.  Early,  Jr.,  the  Worcester  County  Sheriffs 
Department,  and  the  municipal  police  departments  of  our  contiguous  communities. 

We  also  maintained  a close  working  relationship  with  our  local  schools  and  the 
Wachusett  Regional  School  District. 

Once  again,  I would  be  remiss  if  I did  not  acknowledge  the  Massachusetts  Chiefs  of 
Police  Association  (MCOPA),  the  Central  Massachusetts  Chiefs  of  Police  Association 
(CMCOPA),  and  the  International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  (lACP)  for  their 
support,  guidance  and  access  to  contemporary  thought  and  technology. 

During  FY08  the  unionized  members  of  the  department  left  the  Teamster’s  Union  and 
affiliated  themselves  with  the  more  professional  Massachusetts  Coalition  of  Police 
(Mass.  COP). 
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During  subsequent  contract  negotiations  with  the  Town  oj  Rutland,  statistical  data 
established  the  fact  that  Rutland  Police  Officers  (from  the  rank  of  Patrolman  through 
Chief  of  Police)  were  on  average  paid  approximately  25%  less  than  their  respective 
counterparts  in  comparable  Central  Massachusetts  communities. 

To  their  credit,  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  made  strides  to  correct  this  disparity 
and  improve  employee  retention  by  negotiating  wage  increases  to  bring  our  unionized 
officers  more  in  line  with  their  peers. 

The  Town  of  Rutland  continues  to  offer  an  exceptional  quality  of  life  and  a relatively  low 
crime  rate.  Increases  in  calls  for  service  and  crimes  in  general  were  proportionate  to  the 
significant  increases  of  our  base  population. 

The  officers  and  staff  of  the  Rutland  Police  Department  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens 
and  business  owners  of  this  community  for  their  continued  support.  We  remain  dedicated 
to  protecting  and  serving  the  Town  of  Rutland  to  the  best  of  our  ability.

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Animal  Control  Officer  Annual  Report  for  2008 


Once  again  most  calls  have  been  of  a nuisance  nature  [barking  dogs,  loose  dogs 
and  dogs  defecating  on  town  property  such  as  the  commons.  Memorial  Field,  sidewalks, 
etc.]  We  installed  three  dog  waste  stations  which  are  more  commonly  being  used  for 
trash.  These  containers  are  solely  for  dog  waste  and  should  not  be  filled  with  everyday 
trash. 

We  have  had  several  dogs  and  cats  that  were  run  down  by  automobiles/trucks. 
Most  of  these  were  deceased  due  to  the  severity  of  their  injuries.  Drivers  need  to  be  alert 
of  animals  in  the  roadways.  Remember,  a child  or  adult  may  be  chasing  it  to  prevent  any 
such  happening.  As  a driver  who  strikes  a dog  or  cat,  you  are  required  to  report  it  to  the 
Police/Animal  Control  Officer;  if  not,  a penalty  can  be  imposed. 

Rabies  again  is  on  the  rise  and  there  was  an  actual  case  of  a person  being  attacked 
by  a rabid  raccoon.  At  least  three  more  questionable  attacks  happened  - the  first  was  on 
the  newly  opened  Rail  Trail.  Black  bear  reports  continue  to  be  made  and  a mother  bear 
and  three  cubs  have  been  reported  on  several  occasions.  Some  coyotes  are  getting  much 
more  aggressive  and  bold.  DO  NOT  approach  any  of  these  animals. 

A reminder  that  all  dogs  and  cats  are  required  to  have  rabies  vaccinations.  A $50 
fine  can  be  given  to  any  violator  and  can  be  given  regularly  until  the  animal  is 
vaccinated. 

As  of  this  report  there  are  still  many  dogs  that  are  unlicensed  and  they  need  to  be 
licensed  immediately!  If  picked  up,  you  will  be  required  to  pay  all  the  vet  bills  incurred 
and  any  fines  before  recovering  your  dog. 

Another  recent  report  of  a huge  tawny  colored  cat  has  been  received.  Of  course 
we  have  no  such  animal  in  Massachusetts  (just  ask  FishAVildlife),  but  teU  that  to 
someone  who  has  seen  it! 

Several  birds  have  been  reported  dead  and  it  is  likely  that  the  West  Nile  Virus  is 
the  culprit  One  has  recently  been  tested  for  this. 

Lyme  disease  is  also  infecting  many  animals  this  year.  Two  of  my  own  dogs  have 
tested  positive  for  this.  I recommend  your  pet  be  tested  for  this  yearly  and  treated 
accordingly. 

Once  again,  a reminder  that  if  you  are  bitten  by  a dog  or  cat  and  receive  medical 
attention,  be  sure  that  the  hospital/doctor  notifies  the  Board  of  Health  and  Animal 
Inspector  so  the  proper  steps  can  be  taken  to  see  if  the  animal  has  been  vaccinated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Including  Emergency  Ambulance  and  Forest  Fire  Warden 

(July  1,  2007  to  June  30,  2008) 

In  addition  to  responding  to  emergency  calls,  the  Fire  Department 
also  provides  various  public  service  responses,  fire  prevention 
inspections,  public  safety  education,  safety  code  regulation  enforcement, 
emergency  management  preparation,  homeland  security  preparedness 
and  other  public  service  activities.  We  continually  review  our  personnel 
resources  for  our  ability  to  respond  to  theses  calls  for  assistance.  With 
our  annual  budget  appropriation  and  our  capital  plan  as  a guide,  we  try 
to  keep  our  apparatus  and  equipment  up-dated  to  meet  the  ever 
changing  demands.  We  continue  to  work  on  sharing  services  with  other 
Towns  for  more  efficient  operations  and  hopefully  at  lower  costs.  The 
specialized  equipment  we  are  able  to  acquire  is  always  a tremendous 
asset  in  accomplishing  our  tasks  safely. 

We  responded  to  the  following  emergencies,  public  safety  incidents 
and  other  requests  from  July  1,  2007  through  June  30,  2008;

Permit  and  inspection  fees  totaled  $ 6,995.00. 

Receipts  from  ambulance  services  billing  totaled  $ 220,815.16. 

Forest,  grass  and  brush  fire  occur  generally  in  the  spring  and  fall 
seasons.  We  experienced  2 fairly  good  sized  forest  fires  in  the  spring  this 
year  that  required  additional  outside  resources  and  fire  fighters.  We  work 
closely  with  the  District  #8  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  the  State  Bureau  of 
Forest  Fire  Control.  The  fire  department  officers  are  appointed  as  Deputy 
Forest  Wardens.  The  following  activity  occurred  from  July  1,  2007 
through  June  30,  2008. 

• 12  brush,  grass  or  forest  fires 

• 5 Mutual-Aid  requests  to  brush  fires 

• 463  open  air  burning  permits  issued 

The  open  air  burning  program  continues  to  be  used  by  many 
townspeople.  The  basic  guidelines  are  the  same,  ' - the  burning  of  brush 
and  forest  debris  only’,  ‘ — no  grass,  no  leaves,  no  stumps,  no  other 
materials’. 

The  time  period  remains  from  January  15^  through  May  Dt 

In-house  training  sessions  are  generally  on  Monday  nights  and 
some  classes  are  provided  in  conjunction  with  The  Massachusetts  Fire 
Fighting  Academy.  During  the  year  we  have  provided  training  in  search 
and  rescue,  forcible  entry,  ventilation,  live  fires,  fire  fighting  procedures, 
apparatus  operation,  personnel  protection,  first  aid,  CPR,  personal 
health  and  administrative  procedures.  Preparations  to  protect  our 
citizens  from  weapons  of  mass  destruction  and  terrorism  threats  have 
continued  to  be  topics  we  train  in.  Although  those  challenges  may  not  be 
clear,  we  work  on  basic  response  plans  and  gain  as  much  knowledge  as 
possible.  We  also  train  with  our  surrounding  towns  to  better  coordinate 
mutual-aid  operations  for  major  incidents.  We  take  advantage  of  training 
sessions  provided  by  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Fighting  Academy  and  the 
National  Fire  Academy.  We  appreciate  our  personnel  taking  their  time  to 
sharpen  skills.  New  members  are  encouraged  to  attend  regional  Fire 
Fighter  1 programs  for  their  baseline  skills  and  our  emergency  medical 
training  program  (EMS)  continues  throughout  the  year.  All  of  our  EMTs 
are  on  continuing  education  re -certification  schedules  and  this  has  them 
taking  classes  and  practical  sessions  here  in  Rutland,  as  well  as  other 
locations  throughout  the  State.  We  appreciate  their  commitment. 
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We  have  received  S.A.F.E.  grant  (Student  Awareness  of  Fire  Safety) 
funding  to  help  promote  our  fire  safety  education  programs.  We  continue 
to  provide  this  fire  safety  education  in  conjunction  with  the  schools. 
Education  of  our  youth  is  our  best  protection  against  fire  and  other 
emergencies.  Our  firefighter/ EMTs  do  a wonderful  job  of  working  with 
the  students  of  all  grades  to  deliver  these  important  messages.  We  have 
also  provided  educational  programs  to  our  older  citizens  and  the  general 
public  through  many  training  forums. 

Our  emergency  responses  and  operational  procedures  are  handled 
through  our  department  officers.  Under  the  Fire  Chief  the  following 
officers  assist  in  the  operation  of  the  Fire  Department:  Deputies  - David 
W.  Root,  Kevin  R.  McCarthy;  Captains  - Jeffery  K.  Lowe  and  Darren  M. 
Ross;  Lieutenants  - Mark  A.  Briand,  Philip  J.  Preston,  and  Michael  R. 
Stoddard,  Jr..  Ambulance:  Senior  EMT/P  - Paul  Newcomb  and 
Lieutenant  - Paul  D.  Willson.  While  we  are  fortunate  to  have  some  full- 
time positions,  the  major  composition  of  our  department  is  ‘on-call’.  All  of 
our  personnel  continue  to  work  on  various  goals  for  the  department  to 
better  serve  our  citizens,  training,  fire  safety  education,  department 
structure,  operational  services  and  updating  our  long  range  capital  needs 
plan.  We  encourage  people  to  become  fire  fighters  and/or  ambulance 
EMTs.  The  work  is  rewarding  in  helping  your  neighbor  and  you  will  be 
filling  a vital  role  within  the  community.  If  you  are  interested,  please  stop 
by  and  see  us. 

Our  Citizens  Emergency  Responders  Team,  known  as  C.E.R.T., 
under  the  Federal  Homeland  Security  Guidelines  is  an  active  group.  They 
continue  to  be  active,  train  regularly  and  are  available  to  provide 
assistance  to  our  citizens.  The  group  was  activated  to  help  with  brush 
fires  and  town  events  this  year.  We  have  continued  to  acquire  small 
funding  grants  to  help  with  equipment  and  supplies.  This  group  helps  in 
their  neighborhoods  and  our  emergency  public  services,  should  the  need 
arise.  The  basic  premise  of  C.E.R.T.  is  training  to  help  yourself  (your 
family)  and  then  your  neighbors  in  case  of  a major  catastrophic  event.  If 
you  would  like  to  become  a member  of  the  group  call  the  fire  station. 

After  completing  the  process  of  ordering  our  new  Fire  Tanker,  the 
construction  follow  through  was  completed  in  August  with  its  delivery  to 
Rutland.  This  fire  apparatus  will  be  a great  asset  to  the  Town  for  many 
years.  It  was  95%  paid  for  through  a Federal  Assistance  to  Firefighters 
Grant  for  $ 227,050.00  with  the  balance  in  local  funding.  This  apparatus 
is  on  a Freightliner  chassis  with  a stainless  steel  body,  has  a 1000  gpm 
pump  and  carries  3500  gallons  of  water.  We  sincerely  appreciate  the 
citizens  supporting  the  replacement  of  our  old  tanker  with  this  new 
apparatus. 
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We  also  completed  the  process  of  ordering  a new  Fire  Pumper  and 
it  was  delivered  to  us  in  February.  It  is  a well  equipped  apparatus,  has  a 
1750  gpm  pump,  carries  1000  gallons  of  water  and  the  body  is 
constructed  of  stainless  steel  . This  apparatus  replaces  a unit  that  was 
over  30  years  old.  It  will  be  our  first  response  unit  for  emergency  calls 
and  will  serve  the  Town  for  many  years.  We  appreciate  the  citizens 
supporting  this  new  apparatus. 

Our  ambulance  continues  to  be  busy  and  serves  the  citizens  well. 
We  have  full-time  personnel  on  scheduled  coverage  from  06:00  to  24:00 
and  on-call  personnel  from  0:00to  06:00,  seven  days  a week.  This  is  a 
level  of  service  I believe  should  be  available  to  our  citizens  given  our 
demographics,  proximity  to  hospitals  and  resources  available.  We 
continue  to  work  toward  full-time  coverage  as  requested  in  the  State 
regulations.  We  remain  appreciative  of  the  continued  work  by  our  on-call 
personnel  who  help  staff  the  ambulance  on  a regular  basis.  The  Town 
meeting  vote  this  year  will  allow  us  to  replace  our  ambulance  in  the  next 
fiscal  year. 

The  Rutland  Volunteer  Fire  Brigade,  Inc.  is  an  active  community 
support  group.  The  Brigade  purchased  additional  radios  for  our  new 
tanker  as  well  as  radios  for  the  ladder  truck  during  this  year.  The 
Brigade  continues  to  support  many  other  community  events  and 
programs  that  add  to  the  quality  of  life  here.  We  thank  the  Fire  Brigade 
for  their  continued  support  with  the  purchases  of  fire  fighting  equipment, 
training  equipment,  support  for  open  houses  and  community  events,  as 
well  as  the  continued  purchases  of  refreshments  at  major  fires  and  other 
incidents  for  us. 

We  truly  appreciate  the  work  done  by  the  people  who  make  this 
department  function.  They  respond  to  emergency  calls  at  any  given 
moment  whether  on  duty,  leaving  work,  leaving  family,  leaving  meals  or 
waking  from  sleep  to  help  a neighbor  in  need.  We  also  thank  their 
families  for  the  support  and  understanding  they  give.  Further  we  want  to 
Thank  the  citizens  of  Rutland  for  supporting  our  efforts.

Annual  Report  FY08 
(July  1,2007 -July  1,2008) 


The  Rutland  Communications  Center  operates  24  hours  a day,  365  days  a year 
handling  all  9-1-1  and  other  emergency  calls,  business  calls  and  dispatch  functions  for 
police,  fire,  emergency  medical  services  as  well  as  animal  control  and  DPW  (weekends, 
nights  and  holidays)  for  the  communities  of  Rutland  and  Oakham.  The  demands  on  the 
Communications  Center  continue  to  increase  as  the  populations  of  our  communities 
grow. 


Our  computer  based  E-9-1-1  continues  to  be  upgraded  in  order  to  keep  up  with  the 
changes  in  technologies.  Each  year  more  and  more  emergency  calls  are  coming  through 
on  cellular  phones.  With  VOIP,  citizens  can  make  telephone  calls  through  their 
computers.  Already,  an  immense  amount  of  work  has  gone  into  the  next  wave  off  91 1 
service  - NG91 1 . This  equipment  is  provided  to  each  PSAP  (Public  Safety  Answering 
Point)  through  The  SETB  (Statewide  Emergency  Telecommunications  Board).  Funding 
is  provided  through  fees  for  telephone  service. 

Technological  advances,  as  well  as  the  public  being  more  informed  adds  to  the 
services  requested.  Dispatchers  are  trained  in  police,  fire  and  emergency  medical 
dispatching  and  obtain  certification  in  E 9-1-1  as  well  as  the  CJIS  (Criminal  Justice 
Information  System)  database.  This  knowledge  is  enhanced  by  seminars  offered  both  in  a 
classroom  setting  as  well  as  online.  The  combination  of  experience  and  continuing 
education  is  invaluable  for  a communications  center  to  operate  effectively. 

Due  to  the  increase  of  calls  for  service  we  have  made  some  adjustments  to  the 
coverage  schedule  for  better  service  to  the  citizens.  This  gives  us  flexibility  and  cuts 
down  on  extended  shifts.  It  can  be  very  difficult  to  maintain  a constant  schedule  that 
demands  24  hour  service  with  part-time  personnel  who  have  commitments  to  other  full 
time  jobs.  We  are  looking  at  the  need  to  add  personnel  to  peak  hours. 

It  cannot  be  stressed  enough;  9-1-1  is  for  emergencies  only,  for  reporting  crimes  in 
progress,  medical  emergencies,  fires,  etc.  All  other  requests  are  to  be  made  on  the  non- 
emergency lines  for  that  respective  town  or  department.  As  there  is  generally  one 
dispatcher  on  duty  at  a time,  that  dispatcher  has  to  prioritize  calls  that  come  in.  In  the 
event  of  an  emergency,  the  dispatcher  will  ask  questions  pertaining  to  the  incident.  It  is 
imperative  that  you  answer  the  questions  - location  of  the  incident,  age  of  patient,  your 
name,  your  call  back  number,  etc.  It  is  the  dispatcher’s  job  to  give  responding 
departments  as  much  information  as  possible,  for  their  safety  as  well  as  the  safety  of  the 
parties  involved. 
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If  you  or  a member  of  your  household  has  a disability,  you  can  obtain  a disability 
indicator  form  from  the  dispatch  center  Fill  out  completely  and  return  it  to  the  91 1 
Coordinator.  This  confidential  information  assists  the  departments  responding  in  that  they 
will  know  ahead  of  time  if  there  is  a member  of  the  household  who  has  special  needs. 
Some  types  of  special  needs  can  include  being  wheelchair  bound,  cognitive  impairment, 
deaf  or  hard  of  hearing,  etc.  This  information  will  be  located  on  the  91 1 screen  when  you 
call  from  your  home  phone. 

To  help  responding  emergency  personnel  locate  you  as  quickly  as  possible,  you  are 
required  to  clearly  mark  your  dwelling  with  six  inch,  or  larger,  black  numbers.  If  your 
dwelling  is  located  away  from  the  road,  out  of  view,  you  must  also  display  your  dwelling 
number  on  your  mailbox  or  another  permanent  fixture  at  the  street.  Valuable  time  is  lost 
if  emergency  personnel  cannot  find  your  home.  We  also  urge  all  residents  to  complete  the 
Town  Census  information  packet,  as  this  provides  us  with  important  reference  materials 
we  can  utilize  in  an  emergency.

Annual  Report  FY  2008 


Rutland  Recreation  continues  to  grow  and  thrive  with  the  population  of  the  town.  The 
Committee  wishes  to  thank  everyone  who  supports  our  continued  success. 

The  Safe  Place  at  Naquag  Elementary  School  and  The  Clubhouse  at  Glenwood 
Elementaiy  School  were  the  homes  to  our  before  and  after  school  program.  These  2 
locations  serviced  the  needs  of  more  than  125  femilies  with  a staff  of  20  adults 
(19qualified  staff  and  laide). 

Summer  always  brings  lots  of  excitement  and  activity!  During  the  Fourth  of  July 
festivities,  the  Doll  Carriage  and  Bike  Parade  showcased  1 1 0 children  proudly  displaying 
their  creations.  Muddy  Worms  and  More  (fun  and  silly  games  at  and  around  the  pool) 
was  offered  once  again  to  the  weekend  celebration.  Summer  Fun,  Rutland  Rascals, 
Cheering,  Dance  and  the  Counselor  in  Training  (CIT)  programs  were  at  the  Community 
Center  for  4 weeks  in  July  - August  2007,  Many  children  take  part  in  these  programs 
that  were  led  by  30  full  and  part-time  counselors  and  25  CITs.  TTiroughout  the  summer, 
we  offered  sports  camps  to  appeal  to  the  interests  of  many  of  Rutland’s  youth.  Middle 
school  girls  strengthened  their  field  hockey  skills  with  the  help  of  Guiney’s  Performance 
Field  Hockey  Camp.  The  pool  had  over  200  families  purchasing  pool  passes,  and  many 
children  participated  in  morning  and  afternoon  American  Red  Cross  swim  lessons.  Once 
again,  people  were  able  to  rent  the  pool  for  private  parties,  and  this  was  well  received 
with  13  bookings.  The  pool  was  staffed  with  8 full-time  and  4 part-time  lifeguards;  eight 
of  them  were  water  safety  instructors. 

In  August,  on  a trip  offered  by  Select  Tours,  we  had  a full  bus  as  we  left  Rutland  headed 
to  see  the  Red  Sox  play  in  Baltimore,  MD. 

Under  the  Learning  Tree  after  school  enrichment  programs  kicked  off  the  school  year 
with  a variety  of  programs  for  school  age  youngsters.  We  were  pleased  to  see  many 
children  participate  in  cheerleading,  dodge  ball.  Supersports,  Mad  Science,  floor  hockey 
and  baseball  and  softball  batting  practice.  Extra  time  was  given  for  children  with  special 
needs  to  learn  the  basics  of  baseball  batting. 

In  November,  a few  brave  souls  headed  to  Bufifelo,  NY  to  see  the  New  England  Patriots 
play,  courtesy  of  Select  Tours. 

Winter  basketball  was  well  received  as  boys  and  girls  fi'om  kindergarten  through  8'*’ 
grade  play  on  teams  in  town.  New  this  year  an  hour  was  added  on  for  children  with 
special  needs  to  enjoy  the  game  of  basketball  with  a family  member/fi-iend.  12  children 
fi*om  Rutland  and  surrounding  towns  signed  up.  A girls’  basketball  league  with  Paxton 
ran  again  for  5‘*'-8*  grade  girls.  High  school  students  continued  to  referee  and  also  took 
on  some  coaching  responsibilities  for  our  middle  school  program.  A men’s  over-30 
basketball  league  ran  a 2“*  successful  year  and  brought  in  12  teams  fi’om  local  towns. 

The  Central  Tree  Middle  School  Ski  Program  at  Wachusett  Mountain  got  even  larger  as 
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75  + students  at  CTMS  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  improve  their 
skiing/snowboarding  skills.  Men’s  Drop-In  Basketball  and  Co-Ed  Volleyball  continued 
to  be  well  attended.  People  throughout  town  joined  Rutland  Recreation  on  a New  York 
City  trip  in  December  with  a full  bus  of  55.  The  Family  Skate  Day  was  moved  indoors 
for  a 2"*^  year  to  a rink  in  Gardner  and  was  a hit  with  1 25  people  enjoying  free  rentals, 
skating  time  and  snacks. 

Spring  brought  more  adventures  to  Recreation  when  Play  Soccer  Inc.offered  a “Mums  & 
Tots”  soccer  instruction  for  children  2,  3 & 4 years  old.  A few  people  took  advantage 
when  Select  Tours  offered  seats  on  a bus  to  see  the  Red  Sox  play  in  Baltimore  in  May. 
The  annual  Easter  Egg  Hunt  was  held  in  the  snow  with  children  gathering  thousands  of 
eggs  at  the  Community  Center!  The  track  program  showcased  the  developing  talents  of 
30+  5*-8*  grade  runners. 

We  continued  to  offer  many  activities  for  adults  as  well  as  for  the  town’s  youth. 
Aerobics,  Yoga  and  FitBlitz  classes  were  offered  at  the  Community  Center  each  week. 
They  continue  to  be  offered  early  morning  and  early  evening  to  fit  people’s  busy 
schedules. 

Rutland  Recreation  remains  committed  to  providing  quality  recreational  opportunities 
and  employment  opportunities  for  the  residents  of  Rutland.  The  Committee  believes  that 
recreational  opportunities  are  an  integral  part  of  family  life  and  community  involvement 
in  Rutland.

In  October  2007,  Carol  Boucher  became  the  new  Outreach  Worker.  Before  Carol  assumed  the  responsibilities  of 
Outreach  Worker,  she  assisted  in  the  ofiBce  as  a volunteer. 

A variety  of  services,  programs,  activities  and  events  were  provided  to  a greater  number  of  seniors  this  past  year. 

There  are  approximately  1,100  seniors  that  were  serviced  this  year.  A monthly  newsletter  is  published  for  a seniors. 
News  coverage  is  provide  through  our  local  Cable  TV,  The  Holden  Landmark,  and  the  Worcester  Telegram  and 
Gazette.  SCM  Elderbus  provided  transportation  for  medical  appointments  and  shopping  at  a reduced  rate.  In 
collaboration  with  the  Council,  the  VNA  held  a flu  clinic  and  Health  Awareness  lectures.  AARP  gave  fiee  tax 
preparation  assistance,  while  the  Worcester  Community  Action  Council  offered  Fuel  Assistance.  Many  presentations 
from  various  businesses  and  organizations  were  presented  to  help  educate  our  seniors  on  various  subjects  such  as  scams 
on  the  elderly,  estate  planning,  legal  assistance.  Lifeline  and  general  health  issues.  The  COA  continues  to  reach  out  to 
our  senior  population  through  providing  programs,  making  scheduled  home  visits,  as  well  as  providing  assistance  to 
caregivers. 

Police  OfiBcer  Tom  Downey,  our  advocate  for  the  senior  population,  made  arrangements  with  the  Rutland  Police 
Department  and  provided  our  seniors  with  a cookout  on  August  11, 2007,  a Christmas  Party  with  a luncheon  and 
entertainment  by  “The  Main  Event”  with  Bill  Sbrogna  and  Ron  Allsop,  and  spaghetti  dinner  on  March  29,  2008. 
Ongoing  activities  included;  Art,  Scrapbooking,  Bingo,  Movies,  Exercise,  Walking  Club  and  Bus  Trips.  More 
activities  have  started  this  year  as  well.  We  now  have  an  interest  in  shooting  pool,  dominos,  and  an  additional  exercise 
class. 

This  year  we  have  been  very  fortunate  to  be  able  to  add  another  service  for  our  seniors.  This  new  service  is  now 
providing  our  seniors  the  ability  to  stay  coimected  with  family  and  friends  via  e-mail  and  the  ability  to  explore  the 
World  Wide  Web  the  computers  in  our  new  computer  room.  With  the  original  donation  of  computers.  Bay  Path 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  Hi^  School  carpentry  students  was  contacted  to  build  a computer  room,  as  well  as  a 
bookcase  for  our  library.  We  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  donated  towards  this  wonderful  program.  We  especially 
thank  Clealand  Blair,  Sr.  for  his  outstanding  generosity  of  donating  most  of  the  building  supplies  for  the  room  and 
library  and  the  Rutland  Business  Association  for  their  generous  donation  towards  the  final  expenses  to  complete  the 
project.  In  addition,  we  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  also  thank  our  new  volunteer  and  instructor  Ed  Bercume, 
who  is  presently  teaching  many  of  the  seniors.  Sincere  thanks  to  all  of  you  for  your  continued  support  of  our  mission  to 
serve  our  growing  senior  population. 

We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  two  cultural  grants  were  awarded  through  our  local  Cultural  Council.  On  April  4, 
2008,  Richard  W.  Clark  entertained  our  seniors  with  “Love  Letters”.  The  second  grant  awarded  was  on  June  17, 2008 
which  featured  entertainer,  Ruth  Harcovitz,  who  sang  selections  from  “A  Celebration  of  Rogers  and  Hammerstein.”

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board  - FY  2008 


Business  at  the  Planning  Board  continued  to  be  brisk  throughout  this  year.  The  Board 
continues  to  refine  its  subdivision  process  making  use  of  a variety  of  professional 
engineering  firms  and  paying  particular  attention  to  specific  conditions  of  approval  for 
subdivisions  and  special  permits.  As  land  for  development  becomes  scarcer  builders  are 
submitting  designs  that  challenge  our  regulations. 

The  Planning  Board  has  received  five  (5)  submissions  for  new  subdivisions  for  a total  of 
141  lots.  It  has  also  approved  with  conditions  three  (3)  subdivisions  for  a total  of  fifty  one 
(51)  lots.  It  has  also  one  open  space  special  permit  for  101  lots,  and  one  senior  housing 
special  permit  application  has  been  submitted  and  is  under  review 

The  Board  has  also  reviewed  and  endorsed  many  “approval  not  required”  (ANR)  plans. 
The  Board  has  held  public  hearings  on  all  subdivision  plan  submissions  and  continues  to 
conduct  many  site  walks  at  proposed  subdivisions  as  well  as  subdivisions  under 
construction  as  part  of  our  review  process. 

The  Planning  Board  has  brought  to  the  voters  several  amendments  to  Rutland’s  bylaws  at 
town  meetings.  They  are:  a village  center  district  by  law  and  associated  zoning  changes 
at  the  four  comers  area  and  North  Rutland  including  a substantial  light  industrial  /office 
zone  in  North  Rutland.  A scenic  Road  bylaw  and  a common  driveway  bylaw  were  also 
submitted  to  the  voters  at  Town  meetings.  All  were  adopted.  The  Board  has  also  adopted 
“low  impact  development”  language  into  its  subdivision  regulations.  The  Board  has 
contracted  with  professional  planner  WUliam  Scanlan  to  create  a new  computer  based 
zoning  map  for  Rutland. 

The  Board  continues  to  revise  the  subdivision  regulations  to  improve  clarity  and 
consistency  and  to  deal  with  new  constmction  techniques  and  concerns. 

The  Planning  Board  has  enjoyed  the  help  of  a part  time  planning  Consultant,  Glenn 
Eaton.  Unfortunately  Mr.  Eaton  has  informed  us  that  a change  in  his  full  time  position 
will  require  him  to  leave  us  this  summer.  We  thank  him  for  his  help  and  guidance.  The 
Board  will  be  seeking  a replacement. 

The  bylaw  subcommittee  of  the  Planning  Board  continues  to  work  on  writing  new  needed 
bylaws  and  revision  of  existing  outdated  ones.  The  concentration  of  the  subcommittee  is 
writing  a Town  Center  business  district  bylaw  and  surveying  the  area  aroimd  the  town 
center  for  possible  rezoning.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  met  regularly  on  every  other  Monday  of  each  month.  Karin  M.  H.  Leonard 
was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board,  with  Scott  Gilroy  as  Vice-Chairman  and  Nathan 
Locke  as  Clerk.  The  Board  employed  Randy  Mizereck  as  an  agent  to  monitor  perc  tests 
and  to  perform  other  inspections  during  the  year.  Randy  was  present  for  42  perc  tests  and 
266  inspections  during  the  year.  The  Board  also  employed  Randy  Mizereck  to  review  63 
septic  system  designs.  VNA  Care  Network,  Inc.  was  employed  for  nursing  services  for 
the  elderly  and  needy. 

The  Board  has  investigated  various  health  code  violations  and  overseen  well  and  septic 
system  installations,  repairs,  and  improvements.  There  are  areas  of  special  concern 
within  the  town  that  consume  much  of  the  Board’s  time  and  energy  throughout  the  year. 
The  Board  participated  in  Earthday  and  the  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day 
in  the  past  and  is  working  with  the  Wachusett  Earthday  team  to  establish  a year-round 
collection  site. 

The  Board  monitored  the  town’s  contracts  for  waste  removal  with  hauler’s  and  with 
Wheelabrator  in  order  to  maintain  the  proper  level  of  removal  to  protect  the  town’s  rate. 

The  Board  consulted  with  the  State  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  on  issues  of 
special  concern  and  regarding  variances  to  the  State  and  Town  regulations. 

During  the  fiscal  year  2008  the  Town  Treasurer  received  the  sum  of  $59,567.75  collected 
from  various  fees  charged  by  the  Board  of  Health.  The  Board’s  budget  paid  $345.00  for 
nursing,  physical  therapy  and  home  health  visits  thru  visiting  nurse  program  (VNA). 
Richard  Clark  remains  as  Animal  Inspector/Control  Officer.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 
The  Job  of  Wetlands  Protection: 

As  the  municipal  focal  point  for  environmental  protection,  Consen/ation 
Commissions  were  given  responsibility  in  1 972  for  administering  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Act  (G.L.  Ch.  131  §40).  Thus  the  Commission  serves  the  community 
in  a regulatory  as  well  as  a conservation  capacity. 

Under  this  law,  Commissions  across  the  state  process  over  ten  thousand 
applications  every  year  for  permits  to  do  work  in  and  near  wetlands,  flood  plains, 
banks,  riverfront  areas,  beaches  and  surface  waters.  The  Wetlands  Protection 
Act  is  descn'bed  in  detail  in  MACC's  Environmental  Handbook  for  Massachusetts 
Conservation  Commissioners.  Over  half  of  Massachusetts'  communities  have 
adopted  local  non-zoning  bylaws  or  ordinances  giving  Commissions  further 
power  to  protect  wetlands.  The  state's  h^hest  court  has  approved  the  use  of 
such  municipal  laws.  These  are  administered  by  Conservation  Commissions.  If 
the  bytaw/ordinance  gives  it  the  power,  the  Commission  may  also  adopt 
regulations  for  its  implementation.  The  Rutland  Conservation  Commission  has 
been  working  on  their  wetlands  bylaw.  We  are  also  actively  pursuing  updating 
the  Open  Space  Plan  as  wen  as  looking  into  upland  area  requirements  for  land 
development. 

From  the  period  of  July  1“*  of  2007  to  June  30**  of  2008,  the  Commission  has 
reviewed  23  Notices  of  Intent  and  issued  23  Orders  of  Conditions,  5 Certificates 
of  Compliance.  2 Determinations  of  Applicablility  and  3 Orders  of  Resource  Area 
Delineation.  The  Commission  granted  1 Earth  Removal  Permits  this  year. 

The  Commtasion  has  adopted  M.G.L.  Ch.  44  §53G,  which  allows  the  Rutland 
Conservation  Commission  to  impose  reasonable  fees  for  the  employment  of 
outside  consultants,  engaged  by  the  Conservation  Commission,  for  specific 
expert  services.  Such  services  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Commission  to 
come  to  a final  decision  on  an  application  submitted  to  the  Conservation 
Commission  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of:  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (G.L. 
Ch.  131  §40),  Conservation  Commission  Act  (G.L.  Ch.  40  §8C),  or  any  other 
state  or  municipal  statute,  bylaw  or  regulation,  as  they  may  be  amended  or 
enacted  from  time  to  time. 

The  Commission  consists  of  the  Chairman,  Stephanie  King  and  members  Harry 
Johnson,  Joe  Dell’Aquila,  Eric  Bigelow,  Robin  Peters,  Mark  Sinkewich  and 
Bonnie  Remick  whom  has  since  left  the  board.  The  Commission’s  secretary  is 
Karen  Wamback.

It  seems  that  we  get  busier  when  financial  times  are 
difficult.  People  use  the  library  more  when  money  is  tight,  as  they  realize  that  it  is  a way 
to  save  from  purchasing  books  or  renting  movies.  Also,  the  free  internet  and  computer 
services  we  provide  have  been  used  more  frequently. 

In  July,  we  held  several  programs  to  kick  off  our  summer  reading  program.  Over 
250  children  participate  by  reading  over  2,500  books!  Good  Job!  The  “Make  Your  Own 
Sundae”  party  was  held  in  August,  thanks  to  the  continued  support  from  Mark  and  t.inda 
Robinson  of  “Still  Four  Corners.”  Special  thanks  to  Mark  and  Linda 

Tfiroughout  the  year,  the  library  held  1 49  children’s  programs  with  3,044  people 
m attendance. 

The  book  discussion  group  continues  tc  be  popular.  There  are  2 sessions  each 
month  all  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  each  month.  We  are  always  looking  for  new 
members . 

The  library  meeting  space  was  used  by  va''ious  non-profit  organizations,  45'7 
times  this  year. 

The  Friends  of  the  Rutland  Library  kicked  off  the  year  with  a membership  drive. 
They  are  happy  to  report  35  new  members  to  their  organization.  The  Friends  continue 
to  support  the  library  by  sponsoring  events  and  purchasing  supplies,  allowing  the  library 
to  offer  activities  and  events  at  no  cost  to  our  patrons.  The  Friends  also  manage  a 
monthly  book  sale  in  order  to  raise  funds.  This  book  sale  is  held  the  last  Saturday  of 
the  month  from  September  to  May.  Thank  you  to  the  Friends  for  all  your  support. 

The  Local  Cultural  Council  continues  to  support  programs  by  funding  events  for 
the  library.  Also,  the  Library  has  been  host  fo.'  other  organizations,  who  have  received 
Cultural  Council  funding.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  Rutland  Cultural  Council  for 
providing  the  funding  for  these  programs. 

The  library  hosts  and  maintains  a web  page  www.rutlandlibrarv.orq.  During  the 
last  year  our  website  reported  over  29,823  hits.

ANNUAL  REPORT  2007-2008 


During  the  past  year  the  Commission  continued  to  visit  properties  of  historical  significance  in 
town  for  the  purpose  of  creating  inventories  to  be  submitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Commission.  The  old  Prison  Camp  in  West  Rutland  was  the  subject  of  a field  trip  by  members  of 
the  Commission.  A walk  around  the  remaining  foundations  and  existing  structures,  photos  taken 
with  a written  history,  produced  a completed  inventory  which  was  submitted  to  Mass.  Historical 
Commission. 

The  now  completed  restoration  of  The  Franklin  Wood  Studio  has  seen  a continuing  increase  in 
usage  for  meetings  by  various  town  organizations.  The  Studio  is  heated  and  air  conditioned  and 
is  a comfortable  and  convenient  venue  for  small  groups  to  meet. 

The  newly  assigned  Selectmen’s  liaison  was  Joseph  Becker  who  has  met  with  the  Commission. 

During  the  year  the  Commission  made  several  attempts  to  contact  The  Trustees  of  Reservations 
and  Clealand  Blair,  Sr.  concerning  the  deteriorating  condition  of  the  Holbrook  property  on  Main 
Street.  The  Trustees  finally  responded  on  March  26,  2008  following  a site  visit  by  a team 
consisting  of  Trustee  members  and  Clealand  Blair,  Sr.  Their  report  was  not  encouraging  as  to  the 
condition  and  possible  rehabilitation  of  the  property.  It  seems  evident  that  the  Trustees  are  not 
interested  in  expending  funds  for  any  preservation  of  the  property. 

We  continue  to  be  grateful  for  the  support  and  contributions  of  labor  and  materials  for  certain 
needs  at  the  Studio;  Brian  Stidsen-Sentry  Oil  (air  conditioning)  and  Richard  Gaffiiey  (electrical).

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RUTLAND  ZONING  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 
ANNUAL  REPORT 
FISCAL  YEAR  2008 


Pursuant  to  Rutland’s  Zoning  By-Law  and  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  40A,  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  (the  “Board”)  performs  the  following 
functions: 

(1)  Acts  upon  requests  for  Variances  from  the  requirements  of  the 
Town’s  Zoning  By-law; 

(2)  Acts  upon  requests  for  Special  Permits  as  authorized  by  the 
Town’s  Zoning  By-Law; 

(3)  Acts  upon  requests  for  Site  Plan  Approval  with  respect  to 
alterations  or  modifications  of  structures  or  uses  within  business  or 
industrial  districts;  and 

(4)  Acts  upon  appeals  by  persons  aggrieved  by  reason  of  their 

inability  to  obtain  a permit  from  any  administrative  official,  board,  or  the  building 
inspector. 

The  Board  meets  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  or  as  required/dictated  by  the 
volume  of  petitions,  applications  or  appeals  filed  with  the  Town.  The  Board  functions  in 
accordance  with  its  specific  authority  granted  by  the  Town’s  Zoning  By-Law,  M.G.L. 
c40A,  and  its  own  procedural  rules.  In  accordance  with  those  rules,  fees  are  charges  to 
cover  administrative  costs  of  conducting  required  public  hearings. 

The  Rutland  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  works  within  Town  structure  to  grant  as 
many  applications  as  possible  to  assist  in  the  cautious,  flexible  growth  of  the  Town. 

The  Board  reviewed  the  following  applications  in  Fiscal  Year  2008  from  Town 
By-Laws  and  voted  as  follows:

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Report  of  the  Rutland  Development  and  Industrial  Commission 

Annual  Report  FY  2008 


The  Rutland  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  (RDIC)  continued  to  focus  a 
majority  of  its  efforts  on  targeted  state  coordination,  public  outreach  for  the  town 
purchase  and  redevelopment  planning  for  the  Rutland  Heights  Hospital  (RHH)  Property. 
It  has  been  1 7 years  since  the  state  closure  of  the  Hospital  in  1991.  The  town  reached  a 
critical  milestone  by  unanimously  approving  the  purchase  for  the  Rutland  Heights 
Hospital  property  at  the  May  17‘^  2008  Annual  Town  Meeting.  The  total  purchase  price 
for  87  acres  is  $546,000.  This  vote  required  a Proposition  2 Vi  Debt  Exclusion  to  fund 
the  purchase.  The  special  town  vote  for  the  land  purchase  was  held  on  August  25,  2008. 

Note:  The  turnout  was  exceptionally  high  with  1 7%  of  registered  voters  showing  up  at 
the  polls.  The  final  tally  was  808  to  54  - approving  the  question  to  fund  the  purchase  of 
the  property  by  a 15  to  1 margin. 

Several  of  the  RDIC’s  board’s  FY  2008  major  activities  are  highlighted  in  the  body  of 
this  report. 

Investigate  Green  Energy  Generation.  The  RDIC  continued  to  explore  green  energy 
options  (wind,  solar,  geothermal  etc.)  for  the  RHH  property  and  other  possible  municipal 
sites.  In  August  2007,  a public  information  meeting  was  held  at  the  Library  to  discuss  the 
Renewable  Energy  Research  Laboratory  preliminary  assessment  report  for  wind  power 
development  at  five  town  locations  - Rutland  Heights,  Central  Tree  / Naquag  School 
Campuses,  Glenwood  Elementary  School,  Muschopauge  Drinking  Water  Plant  and  the 
DPW  yard.  The  meeting  was  well  attended  by  the  public  and  town  officials,  who  were 
interested  in  the  learning  more  about  the  potential  for  wind  power  development  in  town. 
In  addition,  in  November  of  2007,  a 165  foot  meteorological  tower  was  erected  on 
Rutland  Heights  site  to  collect  wind  data.  This  effort  is  part  of  a one-year,  $40,000  wind 
power  feasibility  study  funded  by  the  state  - as  requested  by  the  RDIC.  In  addition,  the 
RDIC  received  Selectboard  approval  for  the  formation  of  a new,  seven-member  Energy 
Subcommittee  that  is  needed  in  order  to  pursue  future  grant  assistance  from  the  MA 
Technology  Collaborative  - Renewable  Energy  Trust.  In  June  of  2008,  a preliminary 
Wind  Turbine  Feasibility  Study  Report  for  the  RHH  site,  conducted  by  Boreal  Renewable 
Energy  Development,  was  released  to  the  RDIC.  In  general,  the  preliminary  report 
reveals  that  wind  energy  can  provide  Rutland  with  a significant  opportunity  for  economic 
and  environmental  benefits  to  lower  its  energy  purchases  and  facilitate  the  future 
development  on  the  RHH  property. 

Coordination  with  DCAM.  In  an  effort  to  enhance  site  redevelopment  and  land  transfer 
options,  the  Commission  continued  on-going  coordination  with  the  state  Division  of 
Capital  Asset  Management  (DCAM)  throughout  the  year.  Several  major  milestones  were 
reached.  In  January  of  2008,  after  an  RDIC-led  meeting  with  DCAM  Commissioner 
David  Perini  and  other  DCAM  officials  from  the  Real  Estate  and  Environmental 
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Divisions  and  Senator  Brewer  and  Representative  Evangelidis,  the  town  received  a 
formal  commitment  from  the  state:  to  construct  a new  roadway  connecting  Central  Tree 
Middle  School  to  Maple  Avenue  (~$600,000  value);  and  to  utilize  up  to  $1,000,000  in 
remaining  state  bond  funds  for  site  redevelopment.  In  addition,  as  a result  of  several  key 
omissions  and  considerations  in  the  fair  market  appraisal  of  the  RHH  property,  the 
Commission  was  successful  in  securing  a $109,000  decrease  in  the  purchase  price  of  the 
property  - from  $655,000  down  to  $546,000  - with  approval  by  the  state  Inspector 
General. 


Other  Business: 

Commission  Membership.  There  was  a change  in  our  Commission  membership  during 
the  year  - Secretary  Chip  Helle  and  Harry  Sechman  resigned.  The  Commission  thanks 
these  members  for  their  time  of  service  on  the  board  and  their  continued  involvement  and 
commitment  to  advancing  the  goals  and  objectives  of  the  Commission.  In  May  of  2008, 
one  vacancy  was  filled  by  Peter  Van  Dyke,  who  was  unanimously  appointed  as  the  new 
secretary  by  the  Commission  members. 

Chapter  61  Zoning  Classifications.  Several  properties  in  Town  came  off  6 IB  zoning 
classification,  which  may  have  been  strategic  for  the  development  of  viable  town-owned 
commercial  property.  The  board  will  continue  to  pursue  profitable  and  alternative  means 
of  funding  future  available  properties. 

The  RDIC  has  been  fortunate  to  have  the  continued  support  of  our  on-going  planning  and 
redevelopment  efforts  in  Boston.  Sate  senator  Brewer  and  Representative  Evangelidis 
have  continued  to  fight  for  our  interests  and  we  are  grateful  for  their  bipartisan  support. 

The  RDIC  will  continue  its  efforts  to  help  foster  sustainable  economic  development 
opportunities  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community,  while  maintaining  the  rural  character 
of  the  town.  The  RDIC  meets  every  third  Thursday  of  the  month  at  the  Community  Hall 
Annex  at  7:30  am;  your  attendance  and  input  are  always  welcome.

The  mission  statement  of  the  Rutland  Agricultural  Commission  is  to  "Increase  public 
awareness  of  agriculture,  and  the  positive  Impact  it  has  on  the  town.  Farms  retain  open 
space  and  the  rural  character  of  Rutland,  They  provide  fresh,  local  wholesome  products." 

The  Agricultural  Commission  has  remained  committed  to  this  mission  statement  throughout  a 
very  busy  and  productive  year.  Our  participation  in  the  annual  Fourth  of  July  parade 
included  a farm  themed  float,  which  placed  second  for  the  Best  Business  float,  followed  by 
several  farm  tractors.  Among  the  activities  we  presented  at  the  2007  Chowder  Challenge 
were  a petting  zoo,  tractor  pulls  using  pedal  tractors,  a large  tractor  for  photographs,  a cow 
milking  simulation,  coloring  activities,  and  a farm  poster  contest.  Our  area  had  a constant 
stream  of  visitors  of  all  ages,  each  of  whom  received  a ribbon  to  commemorate  their 
participation  In  any  of  our  events.  Using  local  farm  products,  our  commission  donated  a 
complete  Thanksgiving  dinner  to  the  Rutland  Food  Pantry,  and  we  proudly  displayed  a tree  at 
the  Rutland  Historical  Society's  annual  festival  of  trees. 

We  applied  for  and  received  a grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Agricultural 
Resources  for  the  completion  of  a Rutland  Agricultural  Products  Brochure,  which  will  be 
distributed  to  inform  residents  of  the  products  and  services  available  at  our  local  farms. 

Other  Items  of  interest  include  local  farms  featured  on  the  Channel  5 Chronicle  program, 
coordinating  a sunflower  project  with  the  fourth  grade  curriculum,  and  our  promotion  of 
Rutland  as  the  site  for  the  relocation  of  the  USDA  offices  via  letters  to  state  and  federal 
representatives. 

To  keep  abreast  of  current  agricultural  information  and  programs,  representatives  from  the 
Agricultural  Commission  attended  the  Central  & Northeast  AgCom  Workshop  and  Resource 
Fair  on  December  8,  2007,  a Roundtable  Discussion  hosted  by  the  Hubbardston  Agricultural 
Commission  on  January  16,  2008,  and  the  Mass  State  Ag  Day  on  March  18,  2008. 

Once  again  we  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Rutland  for  showing  their  support  of 
agriculture  by  voting  favorably  on  Article  17  at  the  annual  town  meeting.  This  article  allowed 
the  appropriation  of  funds  from  the  Watershed  Protection  Land  Preservation  Fund  to  place 
property  located  at  255  Pleasantdale  Rd.  in  the  Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction 
Program.

Dear  Residents: 

As  we  begin  the  process  of  developing  our  appropriation  for  the  upcoming  fiscal  year,  I want  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  the  support  that  you  have  shown  for  our  schools  over  the 
course  of  the  last  few  years.  During  that  time,  you  have  provided  the  schools  with  the  financial 
capacity  to  decrease  class  size  and  to  restore  programs  that  had  been  cut  during  more  difficult 
times.  We  have  been  grateful  especially  for  your  support  of  the  Literacy  Initiative,  which  has 
shown  to  improve  the  early  reading  skills  of  students  in  all  of  our  schools  and  we  are  certain  that 
this  improvement  will  pay  dividends  for  years  to  come. 

It  has  taken  the  school  district  four  budgetary  cycles  to  restore  personnel  and  programs  that  were 
cut  during  the  first  couple  years  of  this  century.  Unfortunately,  we  are  poised  at  the  edge  of  a 
budgetary  decline  that  threatens  to  wipe  out  all  of  our  recent  gains  and  more.  The  problems  are 
obviously  widespread,  real  and  unavoidable.  The  only  thing  in  question  is  our  response.  Will 
we  bicker  with  one  another  and  assign  local  blame  to  problems  that  have  origins  far  fi-om  our 
region?  Or  will  we  work  together  to  find  solutions  that  are  beneficial  to  the  citizens  of  our 
Member  Towns? 

It  is  too  early  to  tell  what  path  we  will  follow;  however,  the  District  will  make  every  effort  to  be 
a part  of  the  solution.  At  times  this  will  mean  advocating  for  the  needs  of  our  students  because 
that  has  to  be  our  primary  focus.  But  we  will  also  work  to  reduce  the  growth  of  spending  in  this 
district  by  finding  efficiencies  when  we  can  and  by  learning  to  live  without  if  necessary. 

With  all  this  said,  it  is  our  goal  to  present  an  appropriation  to  Town  Meetings  that  is 
educationally  and  fiscally  sound.  This  will  be  a difficult  task  considering  the  state  of  the 
economy  but  it  is  our  goal  nevertheless.  At  this  writing,  there  is  no  clear  path  to  this  destination 
but  through  hard  work  and  cooperation  we  can  find  a solution  to  the  fiscal  challenges  that 
threaten  the  future  of  our  children.

Bay  Path  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  graduated  a class  of  233  students  in 
June  of  2008,  and  accepted  a class  of  298  Freshmen  in  September  of  2008.  Our  current  enrollment 
has  reached  1 ,098  students. 

Of  the  10  Rutland  Seniors  who  graduated,  5 are  now  gainfully  employed  in  occupations 
related  to  their  training  and  4 are  now  attending  college.  Currently,  48  students  from  Rutland  are 
enrolled  in  one  of  our  21  vocational  areas. 

Fifteen  Rutland  students  are  receiving  extra  services  from  our  Special  Education 
Department. 

This  year,  we  have  taken  in  less  tuition  students  than  in  the  past.  Townspeople  should 
realize  that  those  towns,  which  do  not  belong  to  the  District,  pay  between  $12,393  and  $14,146  in 
tuition  to  the  District  for  each  student.  Those  towns,  also,  pay  all  transportation  costs.  This 
compares  favorably  with  the  Town  of  Rutland's  cost,  for  the  2008-2009  school  year  of  $5,707.10 
per  student,  including  transportation.  The  acceptance  of  out  of  district  students  to  fill  available 
vocational  space  allows  us  to  lower  the  assessments  of  member  towns. 

Whenever  possible,  we  have  continued  our  practice  of  utilizing  our  occupational  programs 
to  complete  projects  for  our  towns.  This  year  we  completed  over  18  projects  for  the  Town  of 
Rutland  and  its  residents  utilizing  our  Automotive  Technology,  Metal  Fabrication  and  our  Power 
Equipment  Technology  programs.  We  will  continue  this  type  of  work  whenever  possible,  keeping 
in  mind  that  the  projects  must  be  of  educational  value  for  our  students. 

Our  Evening  School  Program  continues  to  serve  the  adult  needs  of  our  1 0 town  District,  as 
well  as  an  additional  20  surrounding  towns.  Our  Spring  and  Fall  programs  had  a combined 
enrollment  of  3700,  in  programs  ranging  from  Business  & Finance,  Career/  Licensing;  Computers; 
Cooking;  Entertainment;  Health  & Fitness;  Hobbies  & Crafts;  Home  & Job;  Language  & Art;  and 
Sports  & Leisure.  The  program  also  offered  a wide  variety  of  over  400  online  courses,  including 
career  certificate  programs  and  courses  to  satisfy  professional  development  requirements  for 
teachers. 
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We  are  taking  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to  seek  State  and  Federal  grants  to  help  us 
lower  our  costs  to  the  District  Towns.  In  the  2008-2009  school  year,  we  are  receiving 
approximately  $730,000  in  various  Federal  and  State  grants.  As  usual.  State  and  Federal  money  is 
received  with  stringent  requirements  and  reporting  responsibilities. 

The  Rutland  Public  School  System  continues  to  provide  excellent  cooperation  for  our 
recruiting  program  and  we  are  thankful  for  their  efforts.  I believe  that  they  share  our  feeling  that  all 
students  must  be  given  the  right,  the  information,  and  the  opportunity  to  make  an  informed  school 
choice. 

We,  at  Bay  Path,  will  continue  to  serve  Rutland  with  the  finest  vocational  education 
programs  available  for  high  school  students  and  adults,  and  will,  when  at  all  possible,  use  our  skills 
and  facilities  to  further  town  projects  as  they  add  to  our  students'  education.
